For the benefit of the many new residents we have welcomed to the Village in 
the last year, we should like to restate the objects of the BHRA (as set out in the 
Rules, and reproduced at the bottom of the page), together with some recent activities. 


The Residents Association receives no money on a regular basis from the 
Developers, and no part of your maintenance fees. Its sole sources of income are 
the annual 10/- membership fee (per household), and the profits from occasional 
social functions. 


For the past 18 months the Association Newsletter has been distributed 
monthly to all residents. Its pages are open to all organisations in the Village to 
advertise their activities, and any individual is free to submit news and views for 
publication. It has also been used by the Developers as a channel for information 
about the Village. The costs of publishing the Newsletter are borne entirely by the 
Association. 


“During the last year your Committee has aided several Village organisations 
with cash grants and loans. We are making long-term plans for the provision of 
Village amenities, in conjunction with other local bodies. 


We can only claim to speak on behalf of the Village if we have a reasonable 
proportion of the Villagers as members. Furthermore, we rely on mem ers to let us 
have their views, requests, and problems in matters relating to the Village. You have 
an organisation willing to act on your behalf - please use it. 


Elsewhere in this Newsletter is a report from the Pre-School Playgroup. This 
is one of the rost successful and flourisning organisations in the Village. All 
concerned with running it clearly deserve praise and thanks for providing a much- 
needed anienity, and it deserves to go from strength to strength. However, through 
no fault of its own, the Group finds itself in great difficulties, and has approached 
the Residents Association Committee to ask for help. We would like to make an 
immediate contribution towards the solution of these problems, but to do so we must 
have a mandate from our members. 


The question of assistance to the Pre-School Playgroup is on the agenda of 
our A.G.M. (to be displayed at the appointed time on the Village Noticeboard). 
If you care about the future of this important Village organisation, please come 
along and tell us so. New members will be welcome to join, and old membership 
may be renewed at the meeting. 


Objects: (a) To promote the interests of Bar Hill Village (b) To act when 
necessary as an intermediary between the residents and other bodies 
(c) To raise funds for tne purpose of promoting the interests of the 
Village (d) To keep residents informed of matters of interest to them 
in and around the Village.

The Developers have asked us to inform residents that Mr. Hartman is no longer 
with us. This has naturally delayed the Developers' work, but their overall plans 
are in no way altered. 


Bar Hill Pre-School Playgroup 


After two years at the School the Playgroup has finally had to leave, as 
the space was required for another classroom. 


I think we have demonstrated how valuable it is for under-fives to attend a 
nursery class attached to the School that they will ultimately attend. Mr. Norton 
has been very helpful right from the beginning and has tried to fit us into any 
available space to delay our departure. I would like to take this opportunity of 
thanking him and his members of staff for being so tolerant of the invasion of 
school each morning by 3 - 5 year olds. 


The Playgroup had hoped that when the school could no longer accommodate us 
we should be able to move into the Church Centre; but owing to the delay in starting 
this we have to find alternative premises for about a year. 


Our plans are to buy a temporary building, and the developers have agreed to 
allow us to erect it near the school. With the money we already have, and with 
what we can borrow, it is hoped that the building will be up by the New Year. It 
will be between 6 - 700 sq. feet, and as the Playgroup will only be using it four 
mornings a week the Village as a whole will benefit by having an alternative 
building to hire. 


At the moment we are having difficulties with the Health Authorities, who 
are refusing us permission to hold the Playgroup in a temporary building; but we 
hope this will be overcome and that we can go ahead with our plans.
